Exploding oxygen tanks factor in fire 
that destroys Lewis residence at Greear

The Caney Valley Volunteer Fire De- 
partment responded to a housefire at 32 
Revis Rd. that gutted a Greear home on 
Oct. 25, with backup from West Liberty, 
Blackwater, and Hwy. 172/Peddler Gap 
fire departments. 

Caney Valley Asst. Fire Chief David 
Jones said local firefighter Joshua 
James, who lives near the scene, saw 
smoke coming from the home of Elmore 
and Mary Lewis on his way to work and 
notified dispatch at 7:42 a.m. 

“No one was at home when the fire 
started,” Jones said. “It appears to have 
started at the back of the house near the 
electrical entrance and utility room. The 
fire’s cause is undetermined at this 
time.” 

Seven Caney Valley/West Liberty 
firefighters responded to the fire, along 
with five other Caney Valley firefighters, 



two Blackwater firefighters and four 
Hwy. 172/Peddler Gap firefighters, who 
delivered a water tanker to the scene. 

Caney Valley firefighter and West 
Liberty Fire Chief John Conley said 
Caney Valley/West Liberty interior at- 
tack firefighters were unable to save the 
residence after several oxygen tank ex- 
plosions inside the house. 

“Mrs. Lewis is required to use oxy- 
gen continuously,” Conley said. “Some 
oxygen tanks that were stored away ex- 
ploded due to the fire’s extreme heat. 
This created several hazards for 
firefighters, who attempted to enter the 
home several times and had to back out.” 

According to authorities, Mrs. Lewis 
had left the home before the fire for a 
dialysis treatment. Mr. Lewis was also 
not at the residence when the fire started. 

Caney Valley firefighter Peter Brandt 
said strong winds also hampered efforts 



by firemen to knock down the flames. 

“The wind in that area was just blow- 
ing too hard,” Brandt said. “It made in- 
terior attack from several different 
angles almost impossible. We simply 
could not contain the fire - even though 
we used nearly 7,000 gallons of water 
at the scene.” 

Conley said firefighters were forced 
to let the blaze consume the house when 
its ceiling collapsed shortly after they 
vacated the structure. 

“It was a hard fire to battle,” Conley 
said. “A lack of available volunteers and 
a slow response time combined with 
other factors at the scene to hinder the 
operation. Everyone did all they could, 
but the home was too far gone.” 

Caney Valley Fire Department ad- 
vises all homeowners to exercise extra 
precaution during the upcoming fall and 
winter months to prevent electrical, 
wood and other home fires.

Morgan County schools are back in 
session following a brief closure last 
week when two local high school stu- 
dents were diagnosed with Methicillin 
Resistant Staph Aureus (MRSA) infec- 
tion. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said at least one of the two diag- 
nosed students has returned to class af- 
ter custodians sanitized every school in 
the district with a special MRSA disin- 



fectant last Wednesday. 

“Custodians cleaned schools with a 
product that kills the MRSA infection,” 
Gold said. “They are currently using this 
solution, and will continue to do so pe- 
riodically in the future. The school board 
is setting up procedures to determine 
monitor when cleaner usage is needed.” 

The school district is also encourag- 
ing MRSA awareness with informa- 
tional packets. 

“These packets are available to stu- 
dents, parents and teachers,” Gold said. 
“They can be obtained at all district 
schools and contain information about 
MRSA and how to prevent it through 
proper personal hygiene, etc.”

New business option for landowners 



We’ve all heard stories about 
people going from Kentucky to 
other states on hunting and fish- 
ing expeditions. Visions of hunt- 
ing bear in the mountains of West 
Virginia, pheasants in the grass- 
lands of the mid west, fishing in 
the wild rivers of Alaska are cap- 
tivating and it’s entertaining to 
hear these stories of adventure 
come to life. 

Have you ever wondered if 
hunting enthusiasts in metropoli- 
tan areas such as Chicago, At- 
lanta, New York, Cincinnati and 
others would enjoy coming to 
Kentucky to hunt the wildlife that 
live in our hills? Deer and turkey 
seasons bring lots of hunters to 
the hills of Eastern Kentucky. 
Have you asked the questions 
“would these hunters pay for the 
right to hunt freely without other 
hunters being in close range? Is 
this an opportunity for landown- 
ers to generate extra income from 
their land? 

Someone has asked the ques- 
tion and found the answer to be 
yes. Del Brown is in the first 
stages of creating a business that 
will help landowners who want 
to lease the hunting rights on part 
or all of their property for short 
periods of time. He has done a 
market survey and has his busi- 
ness plan ready. 

There are lots of companies 
out there who handle leases for 
hunting vacations but most of 
them are too expensive for the 
average person just barely mak- 
ing a living but loves to hunt. My 
goal is to give them the opportu- 



nity to enjoy a weekend hunt in 
the beautiful hills of eastern Ken- 
tucky and not cut into their food 
budget”, said Del Brown of 
Falmouth, Kentucky. 

Del’s Company, Leased Out- 
door Adventures, will host a 
WEB site that lists all lands avail- 
able for short-term hunting 
leases, he will handle all the me- 
chanics of payment and commu- 
nication with the hunters and 
farmers, but the landowners are 
in control of their property. 

“The landowner will mark off 
the property that hunters can use 
and dictate how many hunters 
can be on their land at one time”, 
Del explained. “In addition if 
there are specific times the land- 
owner wants to reserve his prop- 
erty for family or friends and not 
allow outside hunters on it, all he 
has to do is let me know and we 
will mark it booked on the WEB 
site” he said. “Leased Outdoor 
Adventures will visit with each 
landowner and walk the property. 
He will use GPS and aerial pho- 
tos to help mark the boundaries. 
They will also help the land- 
owner identify any safety hazards 
and give suggestions for making 
the land a safe hunting area.

cabins will not be covered under 
the liability insurance for the 
hunting lease agreement only the 
property the hunter uses,” Del 
explained. 

The hunter will sign an exten- 
sive agreement that includes safe 
practices and land stewardship 
along with other stipulations to 
help protect the land, the land- 
owner, and wildfire populations. 

There will be a fee for each 
landowner to list his property on 
the WEB site and we will add a 
percentage on to what the farmer 
wants. This amount will make 
Leased Outdoor Hunting a prof- 
itable business”, Del explained. 

Not being a hunter myself nor 
am I from a family of hunters I 
asked Del “If I want to lease my 
land for wildlife viewing or to 
artists who need a get-away or to 
nature photographers will you list 
it on your WEB site and help me 
advertise my business?” 

Del answered “Not at this 
time. Right now I want to get the 
business started using Deer and 
Turkey seasons. If this is success- 
ful, we will ad those types of out- 
door adventures to the WEB site 
along with canoeing, fishing and 
other types of outdoor recreation. 
Right now our goal is to get it up 
and going”. 

Del has several steps to take 
before he can start advertising to 
landowners. First a feasibility 
study must be conducted. He is 
working with Porter Dailey and 
Johnathan Gay at the Morehead 
State University Regional Enter- 
prise Center. A feasibility study 
showed there are landowners in- 
terested in leasing their land.

Gold said school officials will 
continue to limit exposure to in- 
fected wounds and promote in- 
dividual cleanliness. Parents are 
invited to contact school nurses 
with any questions or comments 
about MRSA. 

Most staph infections are 
treatable with antibiotics and Dr. 
William Hacker, acting 
undersecretary for health and 
public health commissioner, ad- 
vises persons who suspect they 
have a staph infection to seek 
medical attention immediately. 

The following are tips regard- 
ing MRSA symptoms and pre- 
vention, as well as care of in- 
fected wounds: 

• Staph infections are spread 
by close contact with infected 
people. Staph can also be spread 
through contaminated objects 
and surfaces on the skin of indi- 
viduals through contact. 

• Strict and frequent hand 
washing is the most important 
measure to prevent the spread of 
staph infections. 

• The lesions are often mis- 
taken for spider bites and de- 
scribed as boils. The site is usu- 
ally red, swollen, painful and 
draining. 

• Methicillin resistant staphy- 
lococcus aureus (MRSA) is be- 
coming more common in athletes 
because of the type of activities 
and exposure. 

• Routine cleaning procedures 
with an acceptable commercial 
disinfectant or a fresh (mixed 
daily) solution of one part bleach 
to 100 parts water is effective 
against staph. 

• Keep infections covered 
with clean, dry bandages. 

• Follow your health care 
provider’s instructions on proper 
care of the wound. Pus from the 
infected wounds can contain bac- 
teria and spread the infection to 
others. 

• Do not share personal items 
(e.g. towels, washcloth, razor, 
clothing or uniforms) or other 
items that may have been in con- 
tact with the wound or wound 
drainage. 

• Wash hands after touching 
infected skin and bandages. Put 
disposable wastes in a separate 
plastic bag and seal. This can 
then be placed in regular trash.

As a 
dad, mom or grandparent, you 
can use the stage area and keep 
an eye on the children as they 
play in the gym. 

We are in the process of de- 
veloping a new rollout stage that 
will allow us to use the gym for 
more concerts with better sound 
and more seating. 

We have been working with 
an idea to paint scenery/murals 
on the balcony wall, perhaps to 
include the old Crockett, Wrigley 
and Cannel City schools, etc.

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THE PEDDLER LEGEND. 
Part VI: Epilogue. The story of 
the murder of Irish peddler Mor- 
ris Hagerty (or Higerty) and the 
hanging of his killer, William H. 
Brown, spawned a number of 
folktales, as the foregoing series 
demonstrated. These were told 
and retold, and from time to time 
there were other developments. 

For example, in the early 
1900s, if not earlier, the peddler’s 
grave became the focus of a hu- 
morous little ritual inflicted on the 
gullible. My mother, then Miss 
Ella Turner, whose parents’ prop- 
erty was bordered by Peddler 
Street, laughingly recalled the 
many who trekked down the lane 
to the grave. As she and others of 
her generation (Olive Burton, 
Helen Price Stacy, Virginia 
Nickell Hibbard) recalled it, the 
unwary might be small children, 
or they might be out-of-town 
guests of the Cole Hotel. 

The hotel’s proprietor, Henry 
“Jack” Cole, was well-known as 
a jolly pranking sort, and I have 
wondered if the little ritual might 
not have been his invention. Cer- 
tainly, he led many unsuspecting 
folk to the peddler’s grave, tell- 
ing them to knock three times and 
then ask in a loud voice, “What 
are you doing down there?” the 
peddler would reply, they were 
assured, “Nothing at all!” That 
was, in a sense, true, because af- 
ter the three knocks and the 
shouted question, the peddler 
would indeed say nothing at all! 
As the initiate realized the joke 
was on him or her, the initiator - 
frequently Jack Cole himself - 
would double over in laughter. 

As I can attest, the knock on 
the peddler’s grave prank was a 
bit of mischief played on the chil- 
dren of my own generation, 
though the custom seems to have 
dropped off thereafter. One rea- 
son for the decline may have been 
that the stones marking the grave 
had been displaced and the exact 
location had become uncertain 
over the years. 

However, in the mid-1950s, 
workers digging a ditch for a sew- 
age line accidentally dug into the 
grave. And along with it the 
peddler’s legend was reopened.

Helen Price Stacy published an 
article on the story which in- 
cluded a few verses of the 
Kendall ballad that had come to 
light, and then again became lost 
for some 25 years. (For the full 
text see The Peddler Legend.) Her 
article - together with a photo- 
graph of the open grave showing 
Morris Hagerty’s bones - is re- 
printed in the book she co- 
authored with Lynn Nickell, Se- 
lections from Morgan County 
History: Sesquicentennial Vol- 
ume (1973), page 94. 

Langley Franklin, deputy cir- 
cuit clerk of Morgan County, who 
helped in many ways with my re- 
search, recalled another tiny relic 
that had been removed from the 
grave. It had been picked up by 
his older brother, Lanny, who was 
then a schoolboy. Urged by Lan- 
gley, his mother, Frieda, eventu- 
ally succeeded in locating the ob- 
ject. It was the peddler’s tooth, a 
bicuspid, as I would soon learn 
from one of the nation’s foremost 
forensic odontologist, Dr. Tho- 
mas Ford, D.D.S. (who happens 
to be a nephew of the former 
President of the United States, 
Gerald Ford). 

Dr. Ford and I were fellow 
speakers at a forensic conference, 
that of the International Associa- 
tion for Identification, held in 
Orlando, Fla, Aug. 14-18, 1983. 



I had taken with me the small 
tooth, a portion of the root which 
had crumbled away, packed in a 
box with cotton. 

Dr. Ford, who has the pleas- 
ant manner of a good dentist and 
the keen faculties of a detective, 
examined the tooth (the lower 
right second bicuspid). Evidence 
of desiccation and weather led 
him to conclude that “it had been 
in the ground a long time.” As an 
educated guess, he thought the 
tooth was probably that of a Cau- 
casian male. He seemed more 
confident of an estimate - based 
on minimal wear of the tooth 
which he noted was located in a 
primary chewing area - that the 
peddler had been a relatively 
young man, probably in the 20- 
to 30-year range. 

Learning the peddler’s ap- 
proximate age from his tooth - a 
tooth that had lain in the grave for 
a century and then had been dug 
up, only to languish in a cupboard 
for some 25 years before being 
subjected to expert examination 
- seemed to characterize the ped- 
dler saga as a whole. Dormant for 
years, it would suddenly yield up 
some clue and stir new interest, 
before lapsing once again into 
near obscurity. It was this verg- 
ing of the story on oblivion - the 
fear that its details were in dan- 
ger of being lost forever - that 
prompted my investigation. 

I continued my research by 
following the subsequent lives of 
the major participants, Sheriff 
Mynheir, Anderson Williams 
(discoverer of the peddler’s 
body), William Walsh (wagon 
driver at the hanging), Elijah 
Brown (father of the hanged 
man), and William H. Brown’s 
widow and orphan daughter 
among others. Their stories are 
briefly told in The Peddler Leg- 
end (available for $5 postpaid 
from Nickell Genealogical 
Books, 69 Sunshine Dr., Amherst, 
NY 14228). 

And that brings to a close the 
peddler legend. But it surely is 
only a temporary closing. There 
are still remaining mysteries in 
the affair and, no doubt, more lost 
data yet to come to light.

Last month, the Kentucky e- 
Health Network Board voted to 
establish the Kentucky e-Health 
Corporation (KeHC). The KeHC 
is a non-profit corporation that 
will be responsible for the day- 
to-day management of the net- 
work when it comes online next 
year. 

“Converting to a paperless, e- 
Health system was one of the 
original goals of my approach to 
reforming health care in Ken- 
tucky, and we are very close to 
making it a reality,” said Gover- 



nor Fletcher. “The Kentucky e- 
Health Network will make health 
care more affordable for Ken- 
tucky families and businesses, 
and improve health care quality 
and outcomes. This new funding 
will make these improvements a 
reality faster.” 

The $17 million in new fund- 
ing will accelerate the ability of 
Kentucky’s health community to 
adopt the new system and in- 
cludes: 

$5.2 million in infrastructure 
funding to advance the necessary 
secure networks for sharing elec- 
tronic health information; 

$9 million in grants for doc- 
tors, clinics and other facilities to 
move to electronic health 
records;

Strategy to grow 
number of BS 
degrees aired 

MOREHEAD, Ky., Oct. 24 
— Kentucky’s senior official in 
public postsecondary education 
told the Morehead Rotary Club 
Wednesday that dramatically in- 
creasing the number of 
bachelor’s degree graduates is 
the quickest, most direct way for 
the state to grow economic pros- 
perity. 

Brad Cowgill, interim presi- 
dent of the Council on 
Postsecondary Education (CPE), 
said the CPE’s recently-released 
“Double the Numbers” plan is 
achievable by 2020 through five 
statewide strategies as well as a 
regional approach that sets nu- 
merical targets in nine geo- 
graphic areas of the state. 

“This plan is ambitious, but 
attainable,” Cowgill stated. 
“Reaching our 2020 goal will re- 
quire a coordinated, collabora- 
tive effort from education and 
business partners across the state 
and all Kentuckians will benefit 
from this effort.”” 

Morehead State University’s 
traditional service area of 22 
counties comprises the “eastern 
region” in the CPE plan. Three 
KCTCS institutions and three in- 
dependent colleges also are lo- 
cated in the region. 

Cowgill said the CPE’s data 
indicates that reaching the na- 
tional average in the number of 
bachelor’s degree recipients in 
East Kentucky would almost 
double the annual household in- 
come in the region.

Signs executive order to 
expedite delivery of hay, 
other relief supplies 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — In a 
further action to help farmers 
survive Kentucky’s exceptional 
drought conditions, Governor 
Ernie Fletcher has issued an ex- 
ecutive order directing the Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet to 
waive all fees normally associ- 
ated with intrastate and interstate 
transportation of agricultural re- 
lief supplies. The order will help 
put the delivery of hay and other 
vital supplies on a fast track to 
the state’s livestock producers. 

“Our farmers have faced a 
serious challenge to their liveli- 
hood in 2007,” said Governor 
Fletcher. “We’re all very thank- 
ful for the rainfall we’ve had over 
the past few days. It will defi- 
nitely have a positive effect on 
the surface drought conditions, 
but it’s far too late to impact the 
feed crisis that livestock produc- 
ers face. We are therefore taking 
additional action to address this 
crisis situation which threatens 
farmers all across the Common- 
wealth.” 

The executive order tempo- 
rarily waives fees for carriers 
hauling hay and other livestock 
forage to Kentucky farmers. It 
also waives certain size and 
weight restrictions for those car- 
riers, though they still will be re- 
quired to obtain permits required 
for route verification. 

“These temporary exemp- 
tions will not compromise 
safety,” said Governor Fletcher. 
“Size and weight restrictions will 
be determined on a case-by-case 
basis, and law enforcement per- 
sonnel at all levels will be di- 
rected to enforce all regulations 
in coordination with the waiv- 
ers.” 

Commissioner of Agriculture 
Richie Farmer praised the 
Governor’s action, saying, “This 
will make it easier and cheaper 
for cattle producers, horse farms 
and others to get the forages they 
need to feed their herds through 
the winter.” 

This year began with a bru- 
tally cold winter in Kentucky, 
followed by a late and detrimen- 
tal frost. Then came the driest 
summer in more than a century. 

In late August Governor 



Fletcher requested U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (USDA) di- 
saster assistance for Kentucky 
farmers. A week later the Gov- 
ernor wrote Kentucky’s congres- 
sional delegation to encourage 
swift legislative action, includ- 
ing direct financial assistance to 
Kentucky farmers. 

In late September, at the 
Governor’s urging, the Kentucky 
Agricultural Development Board 
approved changes to the County 
Model Programs, making them 
more “drought friendly” to pro- 
ducers across the state. 

On Oct. 2, Governor Fletcher 
received word from USDA that 
all 120 Kentucky counties had 
been declared eligible for emer- 
gency loans.

Security 



Reminder For Working 
Retirees 

A growing number of retirees 
are including work - either full 
or part-time - in their retirement 
lifestyle. Some of these retirees 
work because they need the in- 
come; others work because they 
find it helps them to stay physi- 
cally and mentally active. What- 
ever their reasons for working, all 



retirees need to understand the re- 
lationship between working and 
their Social Security benefits, in- 
cluding when to let Social Secu- 
rity know about their earnings. 
Here are a few brief reminders if 
you or someone you know is a 
semi-retired beneficiary. 

Workers Who Are Full 

Retirement Age Or Older 

If you work and are full retire- 
ment age or older, you may keep 
all of your benefits, no matter how 
much you earn. This year, the full 
retirement age for workers born 
in 1942 is 65 years and 10 months. 
The full retirement age for work- 
ers bom in the years 1943 through 
1954 will be 66 years of age, and 



then gradually rise to age 67 for 
people born in 1960 or later. You 
can find out exactly what your 
full retirement age is by visiting 
our website at 

www.socialsecurity.gov/pubs/ 
ageincrease.htm and typing in 
your year of birth. 

Workers Between Age 62 and 
Full Retirement Age 

The earliest you can apply for 
Social Security retirement ben- 
efits is age 62. And if you are 
younger than full retirement age, 
there is a limit to how much you 
can earn and still receive full So- 
cial Security benefits. If you are 
younger than full retirement age 
during all of 2007, we must de- 
duct $1 from your benefits for 
each $2 you earned above 
$12,960. And we do not count 
pensions, savings or investment 
income toward these threshold 
amounts - only wages or self- 
employment income. 

If you reach full retirement age 
during 2007, we must deduct $1 
from your benefit payment for 
each $3 you earn above $34,440, 
until the month that you reach 
your full retirement age. 

Because we adjust the amount 
of your Social Security benefits 
based on what you have told us 
you would earn this year, it is im- 
portant to let us know if you think 
your earnings for 2007 will be 
different than what you originally 
told us. 

If other family members get 
benefits based on your work, your 
earnings after you start getting 
retirement benefits could reduce 
their benefits, too. However, if 
your spouse and children get ben- 
efits as family members, their 
earnings affect only their own 
benefits. It is important to note 
that if a retiree’s earnings cause 
benefits to be withheld before 
they reach full retirement age, 
Social Security will increase that 
retiree’s monthly benefit amount 
starting at full retirement age. 
This will also increase the ben- 



efit amount paid to his or her sur- 
vivors. 

If you need help in estimating 
your earnings, contact us at 1- 
800-772-1213. When you call, 
please have your social Security 
number handy. For more informa- 
tion about Social Security retire- 
ment benefits and working, read 
the pamphlet, How Work Affects 
Your Benefits.

Middle School initiates 
pgm. to combat truancy 



Chief Justice of Kentucky Jo- 
seph E. Lambert believes obtain- 
ing an education can mean the 
difference between a life of hard- 
ship and struggle or one of ful- 
fillment and success. 

Unfortunately, truancy has 
become an escalating problem 
nationwide. This is why Morgan 
County Middle School will be 
implementing a Truancy Diver- 
sion Program (TDP), said Prin- 
cipal Darren Sparkman 

The program will identify stu- 
dents who are at risk of being re- 
ferred to Family Court or District 
Court for truancy charges. 
“These are students who have 
missed the allotted number of 
days (3 to 6 unexcused absences) 
and who are at risk of court in- 
volvement,” Sparkman said. 
“The program is designed to help 
students, with the assistance of 
their families, develop good at- 
tendance habits needed to en- 
hance their potential for success 
in school, and hopefully avoid 
Family Court or District Court.” 
The Truancy Diversion Pro- 
gram consists of two phases: Pre- 



complaint Phase and Complaint 
Phase. During the Pre-complaint 
Phase, if a student is truant, the 
student and his or her parent/ 
guardian/custodian meet with the 
TDP team and attend an educa- 
tional workshop two or more 
times, at which point the student 
is considered habitually truant. 
During the Complaint Phase, the 
student and his or her parent/ 
guardian/custodian will attend 
sessions over a ten-week period 
for the purpose of TDP Team 
monitoring and receipt of needed 
services to the student and fam- 
ily. This phase of the program is 
based on the review of the TDP 
Team and will include identifi- 
cation of problem areas for the 
development of a detailed action 
plan for the family. The TDP 
Team will also offer support, in- 
centives and affirmation for par- 
ticipating students. 

It is our goal to assist parents 
in helping their children enjoy 
lives of fulfillment and success, 
which comes from them being in 
school everyday,” said 
Sparkman. 



NOT RAISING HOGS?

My friend, Dan Hansen, over 
at Honey Creek, Iowa, received 
a check for $1,000 from the gov- 
ernment for not raising hogs.

Cougars ready to put last 
season behind them 



Lewis throws three 
scores in 41-point win 
over Morgan County

Clay County’s Zach Lewis 
threw for 252 yards and three 
touchdowns as the Tigers beat 
Morgan County at Herdman 
Field, 49-8. 

The Cougars made a game of 
it through the first two quarters, 
trailing only 16-8 at the half. Af- 
ter a pair of Lewis to Phillip 
Dunn touchdown passes (29 and 
38 yards, respectively), Berry 
Ward cut short Clay County’s 
next drive with an interception of 
Lewis deep in Tiger territory. 
Ryan Flannery followed the turn- 
over with a 17 -yard run to put the 
ball inside the Clay County five. 
He then finished the two-play 
drive with a three-yard scoring 
run to make for the eight-point 
halftime deficit. 

But that is as close as the Cou- 
gars could get. On its opening 
drive of the third quarter, Clay 
County marched 53 yards on 11 
plays - capped by a three-yard 
scoring run from freshman Tan- 
ner Gilbert. After another Cou- 
gar punt, the Tigers took it 41 
yards, including a 10-yard touch- 
down run from Ethan Nolan for 
a 32-8 lead after three quarters. 



Aaron Stepp’s team then put 
the game away in the fourth pe- 
riod on a 28-yard touchdown 
pass from Lewis to John Hooker. 
The Tigers added their final score 
on a 16-yard run by fullback C.J. 
Miller to account for the 41 -point 
win. 

Lewis proved too much for 
the Cougar defense to handle, 
completing 15 of 28 passes. The 
junior quarterback has now 
thrown for nearly 3,000 yards 
and 26 TDs on the season. 

Lewis’s favorite target, Phillip 
Dunn, hauled in two of the three 
scoring passes. Dunn finished 
with three catches for 79 yards. 
Nolan led the Tiger ground game 
with 10 carries for 71 yards. 

Kyle Havens paced the Cou- 
gars’ offensive effort with 19 car- 
ries for 79 yards. Flannery had 
45 yards on nine carries and 
Morgan’s lone touchdown. 
Harvey carried it four times for 
seven yards. 

The loss is the Cougars’ sixth 
in a row and drops their overall 
record to 1-8. Morgan County 
will host East Carter on Friday 
night with senior night activities 
slated prior to kick-off.

tougher. Perry says he doesn’t 
want a repeat of last year. That’s 
why he and his staff have been 
challenging players to get both 
physically and mentally tougher. 

“We want these kids to sus- 
tain a high level of intensity for 
a full 32 minutes,” Perry said. 
“You play how you practice. If 
they will push themselves with 
no letup during practice, that’s 
going to make the difference dur- 
ing games.” 

One difference this season is 
Perry’s use of a “stat sheet” dur- 
ing practice. This allows the 
coach to document the day’s ac- 
tivities and gives the players the 
chance to earn points for their 
efforts. 

s”Every single thing matters,” 
Perry said. “From taking a charge 
and hustling after a loose ball to 
making a good pass, the kids get 
credit for their efforts. Bottom 
line, when they’re out there giv- 
ing it all they’ve got, they’ll be 
rewarded for it.” 

Last year was on-the-job 
training for most of the players. 
As a sophomore, Cameron Dunn 
struggled against some of the 
region’s top perimeter players. 
But after much-needed time in 
the weight room, Perry expects 
that to change this time around. 
Brandon Ferguson and Stephen 
Barnett (who also suffered a sea- 
son- ending knee injury) showed 
flashes of brilliance around the 
basket, but lacked consistency. 
Perry says if the Cougars expect 
to get back to the regional tour- 
nament, both must be major con- 
tributors in the new season. Also, 
look for Tyler Adkins’ role to 
switch to more of a post player 
this year. Perry believes he can 
utilize Adkins’ size and strength 
more so in the paint playing with 
his back to the basket. 

But the difference maker this 
year should be shooting guard 
Logan May. The senior has 
missed literally two full seasons 
due to illness and injury, but is 
now practicing every day and is 
near to full strength. Perry says 
getting May in the lineup imme- 
diately makes the Cougars a bet- 
ter team. 

“If Logan’s on the floor, 
we’ve got a legitimate outside 
shooter,” Perry said. “Logan 
gives us the consistent threat 
from the perimeter that we lacked 
last year. If we can get him some 
looks, he’s going to knock down 
a bunch of points. He’s a differ- 
ence-maker.” 

The Cougars are practicing six 
days a week, with their first 
scrimmage scheduled for No- 
vember 17 at Breathitt County.

Jones was eating breakfast and 
listening to chapter awards when 
suddenly her picture was dis- 
played on a large screen. Totally 
surprised, she was asked to join 
Joe Lambright, Service Area Ex- 
ecutive, at the podium. Then, 
sssshe said, it made sense why 
friends and family members had 
been recently asking questions 
about her Red Cross career. She 
was the only volunteer who re- 
ceived an award in the four- state 
region. 

Under Ms. Jones’ leadership, 
since 1996 the chapter has grown 
from serving one county to serv- 
ing ten Eastern Kentucky coun- 
ties. There are two active service 



units, one in Perry and Breathitt 
Counties, and volunteers work- 
ing in the remaining counties to 
help families who experience a 
home disaster. Last year, the 
chapter’s health and safety in- 
structors provided more than 
3,200 people with First Aid, CPR 
and AED training. Also, the 
chapter served 95 families who 
had home disasters by providing 
their emergency needs. 

Ms. Jones attributes the 
chapter’s success to the donors 
who help pay for services, the 
volunteers who work tirelessly, 
the chapter board, and her staff. 
“It takes dedication from every- 
one, not just me, to give a family 
hope when they’ve lost every- 
thing they own,” Ms. Jones said. 
“I’m thankful we are able to give 
American Red Cross services to 
our neighbors. This award be- 
longs to everyone who has 
helped our chapter in any way.”
